This rudimentary list of US individuals and organizations is an initial 
attempt to define on-going futures documentation activity in its broadest sense.

"Futures Information Consortium," in order to improve quality and avoid dupli- 
cation of work, and to promote futures thinking eveiywhere.^ However, to the 
Europeans, "Consortium" suggests a business combine — which is hardly the inten- 
tion of cooperation-minded North American futiirlsts. A globally accepted title 
will surely enierge in the near future , perhaps along with some standardized 
proc©dU3r0S foi' docunisn'tstion and 

TOie limitations to this listing should be made as explicit as possible. 
Without extensive phoning, writing, and visiting, estimates of ongoing projects 
are skimpy at best. This is especially true for European activities, where 
reliance has been placed on listings from the IRA.DES dlrecto^ (items 32-42). 
Nevertheless, for this particular form of documentation, it is felt that a few 
wisps of knowledge are better than no mention at allj that immediate sharing 
is preferable to withholdirig and 'poji «hina'. 

Even North Americera activity he severely underestimated. Obviously , 
everyone does not wish to divulge -all- dr even part df his or her plans. Others 
may simply have no plans and wish to avoid finning their objectives. Never- 
theless, there are many who see the many mutual benefits of describing their 
ongoing or intended documentation projects to others. Even with the beat of 
intentions, however, it is recognized that plans change, and one should not be 
held to the forecasts of one's output (which always seem to be sooner— often 
considerably sooner — than the actual event of publication). Again, a crude 
estimate of time, quantity , and quality is considered more valuable than none 

at all . 

Those who dre' listed here are encouraged 'tb"voiunteer further Infor- 
mation on their activities as plans are expanded, abandoned, clarified, or 
otherwise changed. (Note "volunteer": this is not a funded activity, and 
there is. neither,, •tims. nor money for extensive questionnaires and/or phone calls.)
